[Text] Four monthe have passed since the end of the Auguat atrikes, 
which began the successive period of renewal in our postwar history. 
This has been a time full of dramatic events, More than once we have 
lived through moments of the greatest uneasiness concerning the fate of 
our country. It seemed as though the moat fundamental values for us 
ail were in danger: national extatence and the tndependence of the 
atate. Forces inimical to the nature of the changes taking place un- 
ceasingly fed on social miegivings and tried to evoke tenatona tn which 
the emalleat provocation could run ue the riak of anarchy and chaos, 


We managed to avold the menacing dangere once more, confirming that we 
are capable of directing our fate in the proper way. Patatully taught 
by the experience of yeare past when the tremendous capttal of human 
faith equandered many times, thie time we managed not only to draw the 
right conclustons but aleo to find euffictent atrength to tmplement 
them in practical soctal life, 





The creation of the Solidarity trade union, as the result of the workers’ 
demands, a trade unton independent both of the atate admintatration and 
of political organizations, te to provide in the common mind an aseur- 
ance that the process of renewal will run in keeping with the will of 
the soctety, which obtained through it the tndiapensable toole of 

control over the authorities. The experience of the past monthe has 
confirmed these hopes, although we must admit that each day all sorte 

of difficulties linked to the implementation of the taska facing the 
unton appear with tnereasing clarity.

of Life and work of just these eoctal groupe, Aware of the tremendous 
amount of harm done by the propa,anda of aucceana waged to our country 
for many yeara, we nonetheless do not tateod to counterpome tt with the 
propaganda of defeatioan and dle cotent. 










Conatatent with the alma of the union we intend to bring to Light the 
mechaniome of ihe violation of the cighta due to working people and to 
demand a tair, honest diviston of goods produced by these very atrata, 
because it ts our posttion that the constitutional principle of equal 
rights, duties, and privileges of all the citizens of our country re- 
gardieoss of the postition held, organizational membership, or world 
outlook should be proved in dally practice.

Focusing our ttention on lesues proper to the unton movement we notice 
a tremendous opportunity thereby to shape positive civic attitudes full 
of genuine commitment, Wence, not limiting ourselves to a description 
ot the phenomena and facta which awaken our joint uneasiness, we intend 
insofar ae possible to populariee broadly conceived political culture, 
bringing in information about the mechaniems of the functioning of our 
eoctlety. 


















In ‘mplementing these goale we feel that discusaton, straight forwardness, 
and the clashing of views are an essential condition, We are interested 
in honest diecusston based on aeltncere, atratghtforvard arguments free 

of demagoguery and slogans. The concept of unity, which ta the name 
of owt weekly publication, quat tn a way @ean giving up the richness 

of attitudes and opinions, 


The publication which we are giving you ta a continuation of the tnforma- 
tion bulletin of the same name which appesred in the past, We should 
like to avotd all the weaknesses of the former publication while cont inu- 
ing ite good pointe: lack of compromiae, intellectual honesty, and cour-

[Text] With increasing frequency we find tn the masse media an appeal 
for reaponatbility on the part of the labor untona with regard to the 
fate of the country, the funetioning of the economy (in terma of the 
ansumptionas of the reform, which up to the present time ta atill far 
from being implemented), and ao forth, ad ao on, and it does not 
take mich to place the responsibility for the extating aituation on 
no other than the trade unions for which the soctety fought at the 
moment when everything Literally ceased to function normally. 


The ataning of the agreement between the government and the representa- 
tives of the atriking workers wae tied in with certain obligations on 
the part of the atate and party authorities concerning the execution 

of a number of demands, Up until now, deapite undoubted gains by 

the soctlety, the authorities have not aucceded in discharging them- 
selves of all the obligations, Deapite official declarations, tt 

all looks ae though the authorities are having problema with imple- 
menting all the charges they accepted in the agreements signed. The 
thing ta that the deadlines set for carrying them out have proved to 

be too short to be able to put all the atipulations tnto effect. 


I am not interested in the fact that there has been too little time, 

an some people seem to be suggesting. It has been left up to the of fi- 
clala to take care of the obligations. Certain matters actually do 
require a number of adjustments which take more than than that allotted, 
What | am interested in # the authorities’ relationship and attitude 
towards the agreements tiemselves, Actions up to now seem to show that 
the authorities have decided to aign them in the “hope” that this would 
quiet down the soctety, so that afterwards, in keeping with the past 
tradition of the 1950's and 1970's tt would be possible slowly to move 
away from the obligations undertaken. In other words, the signing of 
the agreements by no seane obliged them to respect them in full, tn the 
idea of the initial eseumptions of the authorities, becausr it wan a 
question of easing the tenstons and keeping the authorities tn power, 
in order to return to the “normal” form of exercising authority after 
the wave of disturbances had subsided, 


On the other hand, reality proved to be different from these Initial 
assumptions, For the firat time in the history of soctaltat soctetieos, 
the soctety iteelf obtatned a real tnatituttonally guaranteed poantht- 
lity of demanding that the authorities discharge themselves of the 
responsibilities they had undertaken, [t hae turned out up until the 
present time that the new trade untons are actually an independent, real 
force capable of forcing the destred action on the part of the authort- 
ties. One more comment: the government authorities’ signing of the

In the altuation where lt te tupessthle to dlacharge all the obliga 
tions attempts are made tu diaporee the responsibility over the entire 
goctety, NSZZ Solidarity te a youd sule ft Alter all, tt haa a 
couple of million members, therel re th re te nothing etapler than 
to put the reasponetbility on (wat thie organization, Wor the ordinary 
member of soclety, two partion signed the agreementat the authorities 
and representatives of the atrtking workiorces, Therefore there ta 
nothing to prevent awitching the responsibility for their implementa 
tion also to the latter party ae well, The hietory of soctallet aoet 
eties has many euch “dlalectticoal” mantpulattiona, 


Nevertheless, there ts a certatn problem with the above juatif leaton, 
Which ts eagerly accepted by certala representatives of authority, 
This te the fact that NS77 ta the party exacting delivery Con behall 
of the entire soctety), while the authorities are the party carryting 
out the obligations, tn addition, tt te the authorities who have the 
jurtadiction tn thie wtter as to the way out of the current ditt teul 
ties, If this were not wo, thie wuld prove that the authorities 
were not fit to rule, Ae a further consequence, thie would prove 

that the party's leading role wae tupatred, and the authorities cannot 
allow thie to happen, for vartous reasons, extertor and tatertor, 


In thie situation it would be usetul to “divide” up the reaponatbility, 
but how can we talk about the ftanocent soctety's responsibility for 
the aituation?’ The projected economle retorm assumes the dlatribut ton 
of responsibility over the entire sectety, Thie requires that the 
leadership responsibility be apread over the entire soctety, because 
it is a question of keeping any deciatons of importance from the 
general soctal point of view from being made outuide (1) soctety, 

This te aleo why if we are to talk about responmitility, tt can con 
cern soctety (including the new trite untona) only If It aseumen the 
control and carries out all the decistons concerning It. ta thie attur 
ation the authorities cannot be the only factor, The atate apparatus 
is to fill only the role of an “executive committee” which would be 
subject to ongoing control by the whole soctety, but until thie hap 
pens, we muet look for responsibility only amon the atate and party 
authoritte:,

we fit tn any way the requirements of reallam, in all countries 
Where there ta the legal regulation of atrikes, such a principle ta 
vheerved, Such a pring tiple ta aleo tneluded ta the atatute of NSZZ 
Wolldarity tu the regulations concerntog atetkes, Tt cannot after all 
he otherwiee, Tf atrtkea are controlled by any sort of regulations, 
the atrtke alwaye occur aa the ultimate and moat dangerous weapon, 

If other meane have fatled, only then may It be used, Hence, It ta 
wither the good of Til will of the “power apparatus” aa the author 
oppeeta, but regulation etemming from the labor movement's logte and 
rlel experteonce, 


feoond, hae the working clase really been dlatnhertted from power “for 
mre than the paet Whyeare’! Tf the author thinke thie about the 
Wile pertod of People'a Poland, would he think that tt hat an intlu 
eneoon the authortitteoae to Poland between the ware or durtng the per

soclety ta at varlance with ite implementation, lt ao, this means 
that alongaide the virtues there ate detectu, whose causes must be 
entabliahed, #o that they can be eliminated, &, Kaweck! ta coming out 
an an advocate of soctallam, which means he probably agrees that 
deapite the defecta, the virtues in tt predominate, If the virtues 
predominate, then can one Imagine in practice a political, aoe loecono- 
mic, or other such ayatem without defectal Probably not, After all, 
the virtues in concrete soctal and hiatorteal conditions can become 
defecta under others, and this ta after all an elementary principle 
of dialeecticn and a generally known trutem, Hence, | fee! that the 
term “quastavctaliat relations” ia not a proper term, ond beside 
thie tt tea an overatmplif fication witeh the author borrowed from those 
leaders and activiatea on whom he himeaelf wastes no aympathy. IT will not 
indulge myself in defining what M, Kawecki calla "“quastsoctaltat re- 
lations,” because | think that thia calle for far deeper actentific 
research an! refleetton, 


fourth, not every worker organization ta a soctaliat one. According 
to Prot A, Ceubinaki's data, in prewar Poland the National Workers 
Party (NPR) wae twice as atrong | numbers as the KPP and PPS together, 
but it wae after all not a socta at party but a Christian Democratic 
one, and it by no means expoundea the slogans or principles of "Christ- 
jan woctaliom,” but openty fought all “soctal lame” and “communtama." 
According to Prof ¥. Ryazka’a research on the structure of the NSDAP, 
mcro-induatry workers accounted tor the largest share (pertodically 
exceeding 5O percent). Deapite the tact that tn name this party was 
"soctlaliat" and “worker,” tt was after all not in fact soctallat. 

NSZZ Solidarity ia a workers’ movement, but it ts not thereby soctal iat 
in and of tteelf but only because of the fact that tt recognizes the 
soctaltat regime, 


Fifth, Article 52 of the Labor Code is not in and of tteelf “antt- 
atrike,” although tt was exploited to fight againat the atrikera, 
owing to tte lack of legal regulations concerning atrikers and given 
the political rejection of atrtkers, After all, tt ta reasonable 

to fire an employee tmmedtately, if he does not come to work and his 
absence ta unjustified, Thin sort of baste for firing an employee 
effective tmmediately has extated tn Polish labor law before the Labor 

















Code went into etleet, and accordiog to legal documenta combay brow 
the period between the wate, tn the labor legtalathon of other 
counteles too such @ cause te reason tor tletog trom a job, waually 
effective tomedtately, Therefore, why justify odlum towarda the 
Glerek team to present contuelng facta when there are plenty of true, 
reliable facta upon whieh to draw! 


Sixth, were the 1956 evente the remult of the tact that "the power 
apparatua did not represent the tntereata of the worklag clawe"? lor 
some time | have been occupled with taveatipqatiog the 1956 polltteal 
Cristea, and | would have grave doubts that one could asseae the cause 
of that crtate, M, Kaweekl does not nurture those doubta, TT do not 
know on what he basta his conviction that the 1956 criatla wae the 
result of the Mase movement of the working clase, The matertal | have 
collected to date showa that it waa not the working clase which was 
the force which caused the 195960 criata, and | am willing to prove 
thie hypothesta in a separate article, 


A polemic retlecttion In closing, M. Kaweck! writes that the power 
apparatue "te a contradiction and a negation" of the world of work, 
It seema to we that such a atatement la extreme to excenns, Alter 
all, within our Polleh power apparatua there are tar more genulne 
former workers (and even current ones in the representational bodtes) 
than, for example, in prewar Poland, ln one of the recent numbers of 
PANORAMA SLASKA | read a report that people advanced among the real mtn 
ere who wem mine directors proved to be the great central committee 
people (kacykami), In thelr pant Wladyslaw Gowulka and Edward Glerek 
were workers, The lasue ta extremely complicated and emottonal tn 
vectives will not accurately portray the essence of the matter, 


In making the above commenta, | would Like the organ of our Seesectn 
NSZZ% Solidarity to publiah artteles of assesement which are not 
emotional or erroneous in judging reality but true and objective, 


It te easy now to crithelee the authorities, the power apparatus, and 
ao on where they are weak, tit the authorities and the apparatus munt 
exiat., The problem te not to deny chett dignity or deprive them of 
trust but to change the authority, tl tt proves to be bad of tacampe 
tent, and to do thie to a normal tosttitutlonal way, wot under the 
pressure of masse movements under conditions whitch have led our country 
to the edge of nowhere, NSZZ7 Solidarity may truly be one toattitut tonal 
guarantee of thie, but aot the only one, 


I think that we should conduct our country's polittoal syatem to the 
end and make it lasting and atable, On the other hand, we must not 
bring it down, l may be wronpe, but LT have the impreanton that 
despite the author's Intentions, M. Kawecki'sa arttele could even be 
used more to bring tt down than to betay permanence and atability to 
an ortgtinal Pollah socltaltat polltteal system, which ta belong shaped, 
although too slowly for my taate,

According to our workforce the tasue ta definitively closed, and any 
further diacuaston on thie matter te potntleas, because the mere 
bringing up of the aubject undermines the validity of the agreementa, 
In the context of the remarka of Mintater Obodowak! ts revealed the 
tendency of the government of the Pollah People's Republic to water 
down the gatne of working people, which after all are the result of 
ponderous atrike demands of just about the entire nation, 


Yurthermore, Mintater Obodowak! tn hia remarks degrades the juriadic- 
tlonof Premter Pinkowaki, who earlier at the forum of the Sejm 

annured all Polea publiely that beginning tn 1941 all Saturdays would 
he days off, Can we suppose here that the premier agreed to every- 
thing Just te quiet the demanding natton? 


Nor la the government's posttion acceptable. Nor ore the motives by 
which the goverament ta directed acceptable. 


We think that tt ta the government's duty to fulf lll the obligations 
lt undertook to the end and that thle will not have an unfavorable 
Impact on the altuation, but any attempts to depart from the spirtt 
and letter of the agreementa ahould be considered aa a untlateral ser- 
lous violation of the proviatona of the soctal contract, 


We are evypresaing the opinion that the government's last proposal 
regarding free Saturdaya ta an tnault to the working class of our 
country and as auch should be met with a dectatve atance on the part of 
our NSZZ Solidarity untona, The government's antilabor acta should be 
unconditionally halted, because they are an offense against all Poles, 











Independent of the previous atatementa, we are all bothered by the 
fact that at the current ataye the largest representative of the 
working world, N8ZZ Solidarity, which we conalder the leading 
foree tn the world of work in Poland and deatre to continue to 

do #o, was not tneluded ta such an important diacusaton, 


With regard to our enterprise, we feel that If we have assured an 
adequate supply of matertal and technical support, we will carry 
out our production taskea while maintaining proper economic relations 
with a tlveeday work week, We also think that in the event of dif- 
fileulties with the uniform standardization of the matter throughout 
the country with regard to all professional groups, the dectaton on 
the granting of Saturdays off should be determined solely by the 
Factory Commiasaton of a given plant in cooperation with management, 
The workforce of the Metal Working Enterprise ta calling on the 
Inwrfactory Workers’ Commission of NSZZ Solidarity to take energetic 
action concerning the government's most recent proposal,

Next, the newly appotated chalra@en eet up groupe from among those 
interested in such work, The semberehip of the groups ia approved 
by the Factory Commtleaton, 


in the courae of the work, the tesues comm iaston chairmen and members 
are sent to attend aultable courses of etudy, and appropriate titles 
are added to thetr library collections, 

fach commlaaston keepa tte own documentation, 

The commiastons are authorized to operate in the plant, that ta, to 
make al! dectatons and handle all the matters entrusted to them by the 
Yactory Commlaaton, 


The tesues commiastons have the diacretion tn making thetr dectatona, 


Ae one can wee, it ta the Factory Commtaston's tack to eet up union work, 
to @ateoltah the framework for ite direction, and to see that none of 

the commissions created upaete the chythe of work and, more tmportant, 
that they do not betray the Interests of the whole (maneuvere of excesses 
of the authorities, favorition, etc). 

















In the event that excesses are confirmed, the Vactory Commiaaton 
should tamediately remove from the commlesion the lasuea Conataaton 
members or chaleman, 49 appropriate, and present them for puntalhment, 
turning the work over to others, The Factory Commission may not in 
any event undertake dectatone for the Teaaes GCommiaaton of change them,

An agreement wae signed, bul the tepare ahutedown continued, All the 
indications were that we would get goto with out any losses and that 
we would give the farmers the tertiii¢er tor whieh they were waiting. 


People knew what they wanted, Loe ae. usalions of anarchy aud antiaocial- 
ist attitudes did wot tit, They wanted tenewal, the real kind, aot that 
which had been taught of some Lime of another by compromised ideologiets 
who had already gone olf ti Siegrace., The valy Latormation brought 

to the plant trom time to time wae 10 teeve of JWONOBC, and not always 
the current one, It wae taken @pait, so Clit everybody could read it 
abit at @ time, There were those who cook clippings, replacing them 
with handbille printed by compiumieed lovueliial sector trade untons, 
They contained confusion and 4 Misuadetetandiug of the tesues of the 
country, Thie garbage was also read over the radio station, which had 
been ellent up wattil then. The Strike Committee then was transformed 
into the Workers Commission, practicaliy serving a8 the spokesman for 
the directors, 


Several fellow workers (rom production who tound themselves on it tried 

to improve thie situation, but ta thie effort they were hindered by the 
misintormation and general chaos in the plant. Each of the commission 
sessions was attended by the executive commictee of the Basic Party 
Organization, the plenum of the Plant Council, and the directors, The 
employees almost never found out what wae discussed there, Attempts were 
even made to get the CER out of regiatering in the Seczecin Factory Strixe 
Committee. Lt was only through the courageous decision of Rudeki that our 
plant was registered, and he gained the mandate of delegate to the session 
ot the Seczecin Factory Strike Committee of NBZ4Z Solidarity. Since 
that time: 


The Entrance of the New 


Workiorce signatures were coilected to declare membership in the newly 
formed NSZZ Solidarity. The lists were sent to the Interfactory Pound- 
ing Comminasion (MKZ). Dues were paid [or organizational needs. And 
Fostory followed other plants, with the dilfereme, however, that to 
this very day they have not reached Solidarity's account, But they are 
on the move, for certain. The amount collected by the workforce is 
supposedly deposited in a plant account and is waiting for an official 
account number,

The uneceriainty continued, but It wae balanced by the bellef that the 
period of “storm and tension" would pass, lt wae not atmple either, 
The statute of NSZZ Solidarity was not accepted tn tte ortginal veraion 
by the Volvedship Court in Wareaw, 


The opponents were not sleeping either, They syatematioally dissemi - 
nated among the “backward people” leaflete from the PZPR Volvodahip 
Committee, which sald bad thinge about the new unlon movement and tte 
leadera, 


After days full of tenaton, on 10 November the Supreme Court approved 
the atatute without deletions and gave the Solidarity untons a legal 
identity, The party aleo recognised thie fact, Therefore the apokesmen 
for the old system changed their tacticon, The dlatributton of antt- 
union pamphlets stopped, but thelr work among the workforce 

wae already having an effect, They began their undercover activity, 

All gape in healthy dempcratic discussione were filled with goastp, 
accusations, denunctation,.. 

There wae no waiity among the workers, The steel mill, the paper factory, 
and even “Police” [a factory] already had their plan of operation, At 
Foafury practically nothing was working, Lewandowak! governed to hia 
old atyle on the Workers Comminaton, 


Rudzki opposed hia methods, thereby becoming the object of verbal abuse, 
And when there wae an eye to eye meeting with the workforce, they 
emphasized their postition regarding the chairman unequivecally, They 
pointed out those who had undermined the creation of Solltdarity ta the 
plant. At the same time they once again emphasized the lack of taforma- 
tion and called for the setting up of a radio broadcast atattion for 

the needs of the commission, Were it became clear that not everything 
can be broadcast over the radio, That wae the director's desire, As 
the former chairman of the 7ER aaid, “Nobody yet has changed the right 
for one person to manage the plant, ao the decision about who and what 
goen on the radio te solely up to the director...” 


The workers found out that the Ceate or tapes which had been recorded 
were censored, That was why nobody listened to them, 


For example, how could they broadcast the words which Jacek Kuron 
uttered at the meeting with Szezecin area ZKK representatives at 
"Korab"? After all, he ts an enemy of soctallem and Poland!

[Text] "It te only a political misconception "hat can 
atill cause ua today to imagine that the eatate muat 
coment the life of citizens, when in fact it te just 
the other way around: The life of the citizenry cements 
the state.” Karl Marx 


We ahall begin our deliberations by atating the real attitudes, views, 
and motives of millions of working people in Poland, It ta tmposstble 
to hide the fact that during the past few dozen years there has been 
a considerable inerease tn the number of employees who have started to 
treat their work aa something forced on them, ae « ead necenaity, or 
even an something which deatroya their own life. And we must not be 
surprised by thie! Because the working masses are disappointed and 
discouraged by the often absolutely tnhumane conditions under which 
they are working in the factortes and enterprises. Anyone who knows 
even a little bit about the realities of Polish tndustry knows per- 
fectly well how great ts the practice of endangering human health and 
life and placing them in jeopardy (accidents, occupational (lineases), 
how common the modele are of poor organization of work for which the 
authorities are to blame (stoppages, extension of the working day, 
reductions in earnings), and how the apiritual needa of the working 
world are given little attention and are beaten down. 


The whole gestalt of these conditions motivates people to change their 
place of employment frequently with Little or no notice. For example, 
in 1977 about 900,000 young blue-collar workere quit their joba with- 
out giving the required notice provided for by law. Convinced finally 
that in moat enterprises and inatitutions things are basically the 
same and that they will never en ounter a just attitude and treatment, 
the individual working man slowly loses hia ideale and “adapts” (gives 
up, gives in, captitulates) to the world, inatead of adapting the world 
to hie own needa, that ta, inetead of changing tt and human'«ing tt. 


Yor the millions of rank and (tle workers nothing elee is left but to 
focus on the external measure of human work, money. A person becomes 
apicitually tmpovertahed wren he accepts the sign for the essence, 
treating his pay as the meaning of work, in place of working as a 
neans to a goal, No wage can compensate a person for what he loses 

in dehumantzed work processes, because no aum of money can restore 

hie health and “no equivalents, even high ones, for tedious work which 
lnterfermwith the natural rhythm of blologtcal Life Cauthor's note: the 
reference ia to night work) of a person can have a beneficial Impact 
on interest in work, on genuine commitment to it,” says Prof Dr habili- 
teatun Stefanta Delectelaka-Machnikowaka, 








Nor can any matertal compensation blot out payehologteal blocks and 
injurtes or replace the @lastuy toopect tor tie work on bhe digatty 
Which haw been trod underfoot, 


On the other hand, though, we cannot fail to apprectate working people’ » 
just aeptifations to lucreqee thot) earninge, @tnee tor example, the 

wages, penelons, and annuition which more than 7 wtillion people tn Poland 
find inadequate force them to live under extremely difficult conditions, 


It te therefore difficult to be eurprteed that cash pay has become de 
facto the main form of compensation productay aatlafaction, 


Hut it does not define the deep meaning of human work, 


Our country hae gone through apectal expertencea in tte blatery, exper 
lences which have taught ue to notice and value the apiritual dimenaton 
of human extatence, 


ty virtue of tte national traditions, the working world in Poland muat 
then have a completely different view of reality from that of many 
socletion in many countries of the world, eapectally tn the Weat, 


We are a Catholle eoctety, and tt te true that Ohrietian thinking con 
tains within tt many emphases demonstrating the eolrttual values of 
humn work, in “Promethidion"” we can find thie very eloquent phrase 
in which Norwid saya: "It te a beautiful thing to take delight tn one's 
work, work to be resurrected,” 


Past deliberations show that in the @lnd of the working claga, the whole 
world of work, there ie a constant battle belng waged between two dyna~ 
mic apiritual veratons of reality: that found and that planned, between 
that which people are aware of ae real reality and that which appeara to 
them aw yearned for reality, The tnetrumente in thie battle are the 
content of awareness each time histortcally deserthed and accesathle to 
sclentific toveatigation, This content concerns the tremendous aephere 
of human work, which bastcally takes up the ecasence of human extatence, 
because even something an tar trom work ae play te tn a clear way medi~- 
ated in one's own or someone elee's effort of work, It te worth reeal- 
ling the words of the acholar who wrote: "If the worker's activity ta 
torture for him, then for somebody elee {t @uat be the source of nourtah 
ment and the joy of Living." 


An example of the confitet dynamice of human wareness gleaned from 
Poliah reality ta the internal dispute in the hearte of willions of 
fellow countrymen between treating work solely an a source of obtatatiog 
mney and sensing it an a good of a higher order, an the material 
apiritual Life which develops the human personality, because on the one 
hand we have numer ou instances of proof of the dehumanization of work 
in quasi-soctaltat (not workers’) atates, but on the other hand, we have

out effort of that clans, The workers’ trade unton movement, Solidarity, 
in the Cirat auccesalul attempt to organtse millions of workera, Ita 
success in the future will be determined by the proper definition of 

the taske and program of actlon, 


We can suppose that the apparatus of authority will be tremendously 
concerned about effective support trom the working world, about bringing 
it into share in governing within Limite which will not permit the 
monopoloy on power to be loat, about entleing workera with mirages, and 
about creating perfect images of people's power, 


hy not completely withdrawing from a share in governing and 
thereby acquiring certatn expertence (bastceally bitter experience), the 
Soltdarity trade unton movement ta becoming convinced that the way to 
improvement of the republic ta closed, Our unton will gradually become 
more and more interested in working out a completely new concept (a 
woctlallat one tn the atrict sense) of governing the country, at the

At the very end | should aleo like to share thie reflection, Now all the 
confitete and contradictions which cannot be resolved in the plane of

[Text] Untetl the Polteah Commmiat Party hecomen democratic 
there will be no guaranteen for democracy tn the soctety, 
Thin te a common belief tn Poland today. But te anything 
happening within the Commmiet Party? What is happening? 


Jozef Wojcik hae reatgned, We is no longer in the party leadership at the Lenin 
Shipyard in Gdanek, New times have come and Jorvef has adapted himself to then, 


"I have been party chief at the shipyard for two terme," he says, "We have 
decided within the organization that from now on no one should hold such a position 
for more than two terms, no one in the whole country, This ta why I did not run 
for the office," 


It wae at the Lenin Shipyard that the workers rose up, It was there that the sig- 
nal wae given for last fall's historic upheaval in Poland. It is aleo at the 

Lenin Shipyard that the Communteat Party has come furthest in developing new working 
procedures, Last weekend a new party leadership was elected by secret ballot. This 
ia the first large company in Poland that has chosen the party leadership in a 
democratic manner. 


For several months, throughout the country, new working procedures have been 
demanded within the Polish Communiat Party. Like the workers, party members are 
demanding written, detailed guarantees that their voices will be heard. 


The most recent revolt in Poland differs [rom previous revolts in that it has pene- 
trated all soctal sectors in all parts of the country. The labor movement 
Solidarity has around 10 million members. A million of them are aleo meabers of 
the Communiat Party. 


It is natural that the workers’ demande for democritization and for dealing with 
the profiteers of the past are also being made within the ranke of the Communist 
Party iteelf, It is aleo natural, the Poles believe, that the changes have been 
the greatest in Gdanek., 





lt wae in Gdanek that the tanks were used in 1970, It wae there the firet ahote 
were fired againat the workers the following year, The memory of these killings 
has been etched into the minds of all who were there, 


The people in Gdanek have had 10 yeare to draw their conclustonsa, 


Of the Lenin Shipyard'a 16,000 employees, 3,100 are mewbers of the Conmuntat 
Party, Thie te just under 20 percent of the labor force, A good WO have lett 
the party eince Auguet and 12 have joined, A few have alao been expelled from the 
party. 


While there are 3,000 party members, there are 14,100 members of Solidarity, The 
other 1,500 membera of the labor force either belong to no organization or are 
otill members of the metal workers’ union, the deeply compromised union that before 
the revolt was the only unton allowed and that ta now trying to rehabilitate ttaelf 
with the employees, The party apparatus at the shipyard ta doing the same, 


Jan Labeckt te the new party chief at the Lenin Shipyard, Of seven candidates, 
he received an overwhelming majority of the votes, The seven came from an assembly 
of WO delegates who were elected from each department of the shipyard, 


From top to bottom: that was the former principle of “elections” at the Lenin 
Shipyard, The top decided who would receive which position and the decision was 
confirmed in open “elections” at the lower levels, 


From bottom to top: that ta the principle upon which the moat recent election was 
based at the largest job afte in the region, Delegates to the congress are 
elected by secret ballot, who in turn--aleo by secret ballot«-appolat both the 
party chief and the 49-member assembly, which during the upcoming term will be the 
highest deciston-making organ, These 49 assembly membera--by secret ballot-will 
elect a party committee of 15 members, 


At all levels, the number of candidates ta unlimited and no candidacy can be 
announced before the election meeting begins, Before the election, each candidate 
must anewer questions in complete openness, Each of these principles contradi: is 
not only what took place previously, but also the current election tnatructions 
of the Communtat Party. 


"We have decided," Greegore Czernielewaki saya, “that the election principles we 
members have drawn up shall be followed," 


The new party chief Jan Labeck! is in his forties, works and has been employed at 
the shipyard for over 20 years, We ia alao one of the 1W members of the Pollah 
Conmmuntat Party's Central Committee, There he was one of the moat critical members 
during the fall seaston, as he was during the eighth session 2 weeks ago an well, 
when he atrongly criticized the campaign againat the antinoctaliat forcen tn the 
country and said that these forces were to be found to a great extent tn the tule 
of the party iteelf, 











‘The past hae taught us," Labeck! eald in hie apeech, “that whenever a problem 
arose it wae eastent to place all blame on the antiaociallet forces and the problem 
wae thereby solved, tut thie method guarantees only that we again are falaifying 
reality, The truth ta something entirely different," 


"Everyone muat obey the law, but does thie alao apply to people in the government 
and tn the Polithure who, ae we know, had dirty handel’ le it not #o in reality 
that these people make up the antisoctaliat forces,” Labeckt sald, and continued: 
"l believe that to put a decisive end to the criate we ma. cleanse our own hands, 
If we do not, othera will come and do tt for ua," 


"After that, we will alt at the negotiating table with whoever wante to come--in 
front of the TV cameras, Let the people themeelves decide who ia right, Then, | 
am convinced that they will choose tn faver of soctal tan,” 


Labeckt te an example of a new type of Commntat Party activiet who te coming 
forward more and more often in the Polish debate, These are members who have kept 
quiet for a long time, but have attained top positions in recent monthe, They are 
till «a emall minority tn the power apparatus of the Communtat Party, but the 
demand for reform ta growing around them, 


And they have their sights set on the extraordinary party congress that ia expected 
to take place early this summer,

{[Anewer) When, in 1975, the services of the Romanian “Securitate" chose to kill 
here in Parise ay Bishop, Monsignor lonesco, they did so with that unheard-of 
Machiavellianiem which the Bulgarian secret services have used in recent years to 
murder 5 refugees in London with poisoned umbrellas....i short, when they want to 
kill, they kill! That ie why the business of the booby-trapped packages leaves m 
skeptical. What is certain ie that in my opinion most of the people who arrive 
from Romania today are suspect. In fact, they do not let you leave Romania unless 
“they” are willing....Like me, Nicolas Penescu arrived in France clandestinely and 
on foot after having served 16 years in prison, As for Paul Goma, I don't know hia 
an well, but chance arranged for me to be at Orly at the time of wie arrival from 
Romania, and he had traveled firet classe, if you please!

(Text) The subject of our interview has left behind him quite a number of yeara of 
life and also of political and revolutionary work, which have armeinearm traced out 
the career of this men in many responsible party, government and other political 
positions, Today he te a member of the Presidium of the Council of the Federation 
of Yugoslav Trade Unions and he aleo has the apecial duty "for a certain time"~-as 
chairman of the Committee for Preparation of the Third Congress of Sell Managers, 
which will be held thie June in Helgrade, We ta not one of thowe politiclana who 
“converse” only by means of questions put in advance, Thie charactertatic of hia, 
one which every neweman will applaud but which will not be met with often in the 
world of professional politica, was again contirmed tn the tnterview for DUGA which 
was conducted by Mihajlo Kovac, editor in chief and managing editor, It began, of 
course, with the principal tople--the Third Congress of Sell -Managera,... 


What Will Assoctated Labor Wave To Say 


[Question] Both previous congresses of sell -managera lett behind quite viaible 
traces in the conatitutlonal and legislative changes which were Indlapensable to 
continuation of conatruction of the self-management sysetem, Today the times are 
somewhat different; there ta not much to add to the papers and commitmenta,,... 


[Anewer| What lies before us, it te true, ta no longer a search for new atrate 
gies, but the need to achleve what we have initiated, Vor tnetance, the baste or 
ganizations have been formed, work organizations and complex organizations have 
been set up as associations, and thie ta a huge job that haw been accomp! lahed, 
However, it ta time to ask a sertous queation: To what extent ta all thie tn con 
formity with the constitution?

Trepea, one worker had the lowest earningsa=-8,000, and the other the higheat earn 
lngee= 32,000, while until virtually the day before they had been receiving the 
same, Thin group hae continued to make ite efforta with eritictiam, but when they 
aaw that nothing would come of it, they became the beat workera, The director told 
thin in front of them, and no one dented it, 


if we set up a good organization of work and a good system of diatribution, so that 
people cannot obtain earnings through criticiam and uproar, the working clase, |

| Interview with Frane Setinc, secretary of the Presidium of the Central Committee 
of the League of Communtatea of Sloventa, by Mirko Areic: “The Problem Lies in Us, 
in the Differences Between What Has Been Declared and What Actually Exists") 


[Text] We have spoken with France Setince, secretary of the Presidium of the Central 
Committee of the League of Communiate of Slovenia, about the most recent develop- 
mente on our ideological front--about social criticiam and our intellectual lazi- 
nes; about that outlook which proclaims every attack on the viewer's own bureau- 
cratic position as an attack on the ayatem and the League of Communtate; about the 
neaning of oppositioniat views of our society, but also about the “opposition” to 
inflation and the waye of a consumer soclety; about those who belleve that every~- 
thing Liew in material values and statue symbole; about what is referred to as a 
legal opposition and about the pathways of ideological and political differentta- 
tions in our context today, 


\Question| The firat question which we put to Comrade Setine concerned the stand 
of the League of Communists toward an opposition, which has been talked about more 
and more recently, as well as our shortcomings which we sometimes neglect or do not 
notice, 


|Anewer!] We can speak about an opposition in our context only from the standpoint 
of ite atruggle for power, for monopoly--that means aleo a atruggle against freedom 
(Yrane Setine sald). An opposition tae always dangerous when it is underestimated, 
when ite importance ta played down, and also when it tsa magnified. 


hut we should be mindful of the fact that our shortcomings are actually our great- 
est enemy. They are creating the conditions and opportunities for activity on the 
part of those working against our country's vital interests, In the struggle 
againat all types of opposttiontem we ought certainly to act more aggressively and 
openly--in the context, of course, of our efforts to realize everything that com- 
prises the essence of soctallat self-management. We need still more public con- 
frontations., In that sense it means Little to present in public the name of some 
individual alleged to be acting against our interests, when the public knows nearly 
nothing about his machinations, hie statements and his activity. We must stay away 
from that.

All the earlier examples of thin kind have led cumulatively to the state of the

If some 
Ineignif icant young and old blue-collar workers are rotting as subtenants in 
dank cellara and other hovela, let them, that la what they deserve, The system 
of diatributton according to work and the results of work seems to regard the 
work of federal, republle«level, and opetna-level offictale continuously as 
much more productive and more onerous than the work of some minere out in the 
hinterland (you see, the comrade functionarles do not clasaify the function of 
miners ae a funetion), tn truth, the responsible comrades are capable of

digging out #o many self-management commitments from a tower of papers (or, in 
their aubtle terma, “matertale") while the minera are luxurtating in the 
attractions of the interior of the planet and doing nothing more than extracting 
4 ton of coal or tron or lead or zinc, And while they are mining, they even 
have an opportunity to expand the frontiers of their perceptions in these 
mystical eaurroundingsa, they can acquire metaphyaical experience, But what is 
there to say except that you have to be miserably destitute to agree (be com-

That would disperse 4 segment of the bureaucracy, and 
responsible positions in adminiatration and politica would be occupied more and 
more by persone motivated not by wealth and comfort but by the idea of commniam, 
/When the secretaries of committees and self-managing interest communities and 
the presidents of opcinas, councils, ete., receive the equivalent of current 
blue-collar pay, and when emelters, miners, etc., receive current politic tans’ 
pay, then we can epeak with a clear conscience about socialisu./ To an 
economically underdeveloped country, manual labor quat be properly evaluated 
and reapected; thie ts an economic and not just a socialist imperative. A vital 
clement of the same question its effective concern for healthy and the pleasantent 
possible working conditions in tadustry and agriculture. Concern with working 
conditions, t.e., the humanigation of production, ia the prime task, even the 
prime reason, of a soctaliat revolution, Technology should be banned if it in 
certain to harm the health of even a single worker. Technology in a socialiat 
soclety not only must not be dangerous to health (that would be a rather strange 
sulcide on the part of workers, who make the decisions in a socialist soctety); 
it muet be maximally attractive and interesting to workers. In other words, the
